TO CONSERVE PAPER 


AH Subscriptions Must Be

IN THE FIGHT TO WIN 


The War Industries Board has is­ 
sued an order providing that begin­ 
ning October 3, this year, all news­ 
paper subscriptions must be paid in 
advance and that no publisher may 
send a newspaper to a 
subscriber 
who is in arrears. 
The action is tak­ 
en along with a number of other rul­ 
ings, such as the absolute cutting off 
of free exchanges, sample copies, free 
papers, etc., and is designed to aid 
in the economy of print paper, the 
scarcity of which is a serious prob­ 
lem and has even caused the War 
Industries Board to issue 
a 
ruling 
that no new newspaper may be es­ 
tablished during the war. 
All newspapers will, in ihe future, 
have no alternative in the matter of 
cutting off subscribers who 
do 
not 
pay for their papers in advance. No 
matter how anxious they may be to 
accommodate their subscribers 
and 
no matter how sure they are that the 
subscriber will pay up when it is con­ 
venient for him, 
the 
subscription 
must be stopped the day If expires. 
It is a government order, and will be 
promptly obeyed by T h e T e l e g r a p h , 
as by all other newspapers.

“The quick, cheap method of 
making perfumes is to throw the flow­ 
ers directly into vats of alcohol, which 
ab sorb s much of the scent, hut kills 
the flowers at once. 
The slower and 
more effective process," says the New 
France, “consists In placing them 
011 a 
b ed of tallow or other animal fat 
spread on glass plates. The scents are 
gradually ab sorb ed b y the fat, which 
is sub sequently treated with alcohol to 
extract the perfume. 
By this process 
it is possib le to ob tain almost every b it 
of scent in the flower.’’

Lee co unty is o ne o f the fo rtunate thirteen co unties in the no rthern 


part o f the state who are slated to receive at least eighty per cent o f their 


no rmal supply o f hard co al. Other co unties in the state will get no ne at all. 


They will be entirely dependent o n the so ft co al supply . 


Because Lee co unt*' has been favo red, is o nly a better reaso n why the 


co al co nsumers o f this vicinity sho uld be mo re eco no mical than o therwise. 


Being farther fro m the so ft co al fields o f the state, so ft co al will be harder 


to o btain here. 
Being favo red with hard co al may also be so mething o f a 


drag o n o ur ability to get an abundance o f so ft co al. 
Therefo re, it be­ 


ho o ves the co al users o f this co unty to get all the co al they can into their 


cellars as early as they can and to be as saving With it as po ssible. 


The fo llo wing bulletin fro m the state co uncil o f defense is very ap­ 


pro priate at this time, and applies to Lee co unty as well as any o ther: 


All o f Illino is except thirteen co unties must burn so ft co al this win­ 


ter. 
There are no “ifs” o r “ands” o r “ buts” abo ut it; the matter is set­ 


tled. 
V 


The questio n which co nsumers must face is whether o r no t they can 


get so ft co al. 
They will no t be able to do so unless they help to co nserve 


co al— so ft co al— in every po ssible way. 


That means mo re than fo r the individual simply to be careful o f the 


co al fo r family use. It means each must be watchful to prevent co mmunity 


waste as well as individual w*aste. 


The U. S. Fuel Administratio n is making particular effo rts to prevent 


co mmunity waste. 
That is an evil which it is hard to co mbat. 
It isn’t an 


evil except in war times. 
Generally speaking, a city , to wm o r village takes 


a justifiable pride in brilliantly lighted streets and sho ps. 
Citizens like to 


bo ast o f them. 
They like to patro nize places o f business in which the 


electric lamps are many ; they avo id tho se where the lights are dim. 


But it takes co al to make bright lights— a great deal o f co al. 
So the 


Fuel Administratio n has issued this o rder: 


“No city , village o r to wn and no perso n, firm o r co rpo ratio n under any 


co ntract with any city , village o r to wn, shall use o r co nsume any co al, o il, 


gis o r o ther fuel fo r the maintenance o f lights in the streets, parks o r o ther 


public places o f such city , village o r to wn, except under the fo llo wing re­ 


strictio ns and limitatio ns: 


“ (a) 
Street illuminatio n auto matically lighted, maintained by o r fo r 


any such city , village o r to wn, in the streets, parks o r o ther public places 


thereo f, shall no t be lighted befo re sunset and shall be turned o ut no t later 


than sunrise; 


“ (b) 
Street illuminatio n lighted by hand in any such city , village o r 


to wn shall co nfo rm as nearly as may be to the requirements hereinabo ve 


prescribed fo r auto matic lights; 


“ (c) 
The amo unt o f public lighting in any city , village o r to wn shall 


be o nly so much as may be necessary fo r safety , and the use o f lights co m­ 


mo nly kno wn as cluster lights fo r purpo ses o f display o r deco ratio n shall 


be reduced to such po rtio n o f the cluster as is necessary fo r safety .” 


The public at large must help the Fuel Administratio n to make the o r­ 


der effective. 
Each individual, fo r the pro tectio n o f his o wn family , must 


make it his business to see that the o rder is no t vio lated. 


Hereto fo re the ho useho lder has no t o nly taken pride in the brilliant 


streets, but has said to himself, “ what do es it m atter; so ft co al is used to 


make electricity , while we use anthracite.” 
But this y ear he must remem­ 


ber that he must burn so ft co al, to o , if he keeps warm, and that every 


po und o f it his city , to wn o r village wastes, will have to be suffered fo r 


this winter by individuals.

Mrs. Franklin will be adjudged de­ 
linquent in the co unty co urt and sent 
to Geneva, while the husband w’ill be 
turned o ver to the military autho ri­ 
ties at the camp.

married so me time ago , but the mat-I 
ing w’as declared illegal o n acco unt 
o f the girl being a mino r and they 
were o rdered to cease living to geth­ 
er.

A C hateau in Lorraine.— A m eri­ 
can soldiers suffering 
from 
shell 
shock now a re hurried in the short­ 
est possible tim e to a base hospital 
established 
here for the 
special 
treatm ent of such cases. 
The ele­ 
ment of tim e Is regarded by the 
specialists attached to this hospital 
as of prim e importance. 
Efforts are 
made to deliver such cases to the 
hospitals w ithin 
forty-eight 
hours 
after the first 
symptoms 
develop. 
A special am bulance service has been 
organized for that purpose. 
Once 
here, the shock ed soldier rem ains 
here until the treatm ent of his case 
is finished. 
If the nervous trouble of a patient 
results from concussion or from the 
strain of service, it is curable here. 
If it is not curable, it is because the 
case was not brought 
here 
soon 
enough or because it had a chronic 
foundation before the patient went 
into the arm y. 
Nervous sym ptom s 
resembling w hat has been called shell 
shock have developed under the sim ­ 
ple strain of service in soldiers who 
have never heard a shell explode. 
Base H ospital 117 treats both these 
aspects o w ar neurosis, and only ac­ 
cording to the highest standards of 
neurological 
science. 
Hypnosm 
is 
seldom used. 
No dangerous experi­ 
ments are allowed aud Isolation is 
not followed excepting 
as 
simple 
ward routine. The patients are k ept 
together and the nurses are k ept with 
them, giving their company as well 
as their experienced care and both 
are a part of the cure. 
The patients, 
themselves, 
when 
they have recovered sufficiently, be­ 
come ex-officio members 
of 
the 
staff; they cooperate with the doc­ 
tors and nurses in helping the other 
boys out of the ir muddled condition 
of mind and their unsteady state of 
nerves. 
The m ost obvious part of the tre a t­ 
ment is the use of tools or the instru ­ 
m ents of sport. A shak ing hand that 
is unable to retain anything in it 
gradually steadies with patient gripp­ 
ing exercise and this m ethod has 
the advantage of occupying the mind 
while it re-educates the hand. 
One boy whose head and hands 
were* shak ing constantly 
was 
seen 
weaving things out of dyed ends of 
string on a loom m ade for him out 
of odds and ends of lum ber by other 
patients. 
Through his attention to 
the work and 
the grow ing firm­ 
ness of grip he is obtaining through 
practice control of his nerves and 
will be cured in a few days. A m a­ 
chine shop with tu rning lathes, a 
tailoring shop and the am bulance 
garage furnish occupations for many. 
All cases of palsy and paralysis 
resulting from concussion are cured 
here when tak en in time. A boy who 
was brou ght in with a paralyzed leg 
is now w alk ing around the grounds, 
after a week of treatm ent. 
Defects 
of speech are the most difficult cases; 
the treatm ent is longer and requires 
greater pains, but they yield to it 
finally. 


RUSSIA POWERLESS TO 


RESIST ALLIED FORGE 


P R E M IE R LEXINE IS QUOTED AS 
SAYING NO FO RCES ARE 
AVAILABLE FO R COAST 


(By Associated Press) 
H arbin, Manchuria. — Russia is 
powerless 
to tak e any part of the 
im pending co nflict of Allied and Ger­ 
m an affairs in the M urman district, 
according to the version of a recent 
speech by 
Premier Lenine which has 
been received here. 
“ The English and French bour- 
geoise have spent enorm ous sum s on 
M urm an and of course w ith m ercen­ 
ary purpose,” asserts Lenine. 
‘‘T hey have landed troops to pro­ 
tect the Murman Coast. W e had no 
proper forces to prevent this. 
The 
G erm an government dem ands that 
they be disarmed, telling us that if 
we cannot defend ourselves they will 
carry on the war in our territory. 
R eferring to the U k raine, Lenine 
claimed tha t the G erm ans were m et 
everyw here with desperate resistance. 
“ To the Caucasus,” Lenine points 
out, “ the Soviet sent inquiries re ga rd ­ 
ing the new frontiers which the Cau­ 
casian Government laid claims to, 
but received no answ er.” 
“ We a re not a great power. 
Of 
Russia nothing ia left but G reat R us­ 
sia. F or us the interests of » univer­ 
sal socialism are higher than national 
interests. For us, little dow n-trodden 
Great B ritain stands far higher than 
that stupendous great power which 
sold itself to the im perialists with 
secret treaties. 
“ We cannot now conceal the fact 
tha t we are in favor of defenee. We 
wish to defend our socialistic fa the r­ 
land. F or this we m ust have a pro­ 
letarian dictatorship.”

In the letter Mr. Osbau gh again 
praises the work of the Red Cross, 
the nu rses secu ring everything in the 
way of comforts possible for the boys 
in the hospital, even ice cream, and 
u rges his sister to give all she pos­ 
sibly can to that organization. 
He especially asks to be rem em ­ 
bered to all the “ old folks at home.”

SHIPPING HOARD ISSUES J OUR­ 
NAL TO SET FORTH PROG- 
GRESS OF GREAT WORK 


(By Associated Press) 
Boston, 
Au g. 
16.— The 
United 
States Shipping Board 
has 
begu n 
pu blication of a weekly jou rnal as 
ffh aid to its campaign to recru it 
men for service on America’s new 
smerchafit marine. 
Called “The Mer­ 
chant Mariner” and with Edwin Rey­ 
nol d , formerly a newspaper man in 
Boston, and now a special agent of 
the Shipping Board, as managing ed­ 
itor, this service newspaper is de­ 
signed not alone to c&ftvey merchant 
marine news to the men already en­ 
rolled bu t to attract to this sea trade 
85,000 others to m an the cargo car* 
riers recently lau nched or u nder con­ 
stru ction. 
“The Merchant Mariner” annou nc­ 
es th at the steamship President, re­ 
cently acqu ired for the u se of the 
Shipping Board’s recru iting service 
as a station ship, is the tenth vessel 
to enter this training fleet. 
Appren­ 
tices are enlisting from all parts of 
the cou ntry, the paper explains, and 
the President, after being refitted, 
will accommodate these newcomers. 
The activities of all the ships of this 
fleet are placed before the pu blic so 
that the progress 
of this branch of 
the Shipping Board’s work may be 
observed. 
Late in Ju ly ¡he enrollments had 
passed the 15,060 m oik 
with Mass­ 
achu setts leading with 3,19 8, New 
York second with 
1,855. 
Pennsyl­ 
vania third with 9 00, and Ohio fou rth 
with 8 20. 
“ Enrolling has

Of particu lar interest to New E ng­

The greatest damage to the 
city, however, was cau sed by fires 
started by the Germans’ first bom­ 
bardment. 
Professed Friendship. 
“ At first the Germans professed 
friendship 
for 
u s 
as 
Americans. 
Whe nthe first looting of ou r plant 
began by soldiers taking small a r ­ 
ticles, I protested to the consu l at 
Rou baix and secu red a paper from 
the German ‘k om m a nd a tu r’ at Rou ­ 
baix declaring ou rs to be American 
property and 
therefore u nder the 
protectio nof the German au thorities 
and forbidding ihc requ isition of any 
of ou r tools and material. 
“ This gu arded against any seriou s 
loss for u s for abou t three months, 
bu t in March, 19 15, two German of­ 
ficers and a civilian came to the 
factory and made a su rvey of ou r m a­ 
chine tools. 
One of the officers, I 
learned afterwards, had been a deal­ 
er in ou r kind of goods before the 
war in Germany and had an old bu si­ 
ness gru dge against u s. 
He said the 
Germans intende dto take all of ou r 
machines as they had learned that 
America was fu rnishing mu nitions 
to the allies. 
Rea! Looting Regime 
“The real looting of the factory 
began March 17, 19 15, when a large 
nu mber of soldiers with teams a p­ 
peared. broke the lock on the lu mber 
yard and loaded their wagons high 
with lu mber. 
They refu sed to rec­ 
ognize the paper of the 'k om m and a­ 
t u r ’ and when they left the captain 
fastened the gate to the yard with 
his own padlock and placed a plac­ 
ard on the yard stating that the 
property had been consigned by the 
40th Saxon Infantry division. 
“ From that time on the looting 
progressed more and more lawlessly 
and destru ctively. 
In May the min­ 
ister of war at Valenciennes began 
taking machine tools in the territory 
occu pied by the Germans. 
Some 
soldiers, however, with orders from 
the war ministry, loaded themselves 
with tools which they shipped to 
themselves in Germany. 
W auled Copper. 
“ The Germans had a great hu nger 
for copper from the beginning and 
their first seizu res were of this and 
other raw materials, of which we 
had a big stock. 
They tore all the 
copper from the bu ildings in the ter­ 
ritory which they occu pied. 
By con­ 
stant eort I was able to get a record 
of the machine tools they had taken, 
and in March, 19 16, 1 made a formal 
complaint against the pillaging and 
destru ction of the property to the 
war 
office. 
A 
ju dge 
appeared 
shortly, with a secretary, to inter- 
pert my complaipt and to investi­ 
gate. 
He declared it possible for the 
military to take what they wished, 
and even if no receipt was given, my 
charge of pillage wou ld not apply 
u nless 4 cou ld prove that soldiers 
had taken the goods for their own 
benefit. 
I was repeatedly th reaten­ 
ed with arrest u nless I wou ld sign 
a paper, read tb me in French, to 
the effect that I did not know that 
anything had 
been take no rthat 
there had been any destru ction, and 
if there had been I did not know by 
whom. 
Learned of U. 
S. In War. 
“ When il was learned at Lille that 
the IT. S. had severed diplomatic r e ­ 
lations with Germany tiie German 
ministry came down hard and took 
away ou r property in a wholesale 
m anner for abou t three months. Su d- 
enly there was a stop to this, and 1 
was notified that the officers had re­ 
ceived ’ orders to seize no American 
property withou t the consent of the 
owner. 
They let u s alone for abou t 
six weeks and then 
began 1 their 
looting worse than ever. 
“ The pillaging 
continu ed 
u ntil 
nothing remained except the bu ild­ 
ing an dsome machinery which they 
cou ld 
not u tilize. 
I 
t i l 9 17 
they 
shipped away all finished machines 
in ou r warehou ses and large qu anti­ 
ties of material, in all abou t 175 
carloads. 
“ My application for permission to 
leave in F’eb. 19 17, was cu rtly re­ 
fu sed. 
In September I was called 
to headqu arters and I was told that 
I not only cou ld, bu t mu st, leave 
immediately, and a German soldier 
marched u s to a railroad station. On 
Dec. 25 we came to Coru le near the 
Belgian fr*ntier. 
“Conde was a regu lar qu arantine 
station for aliens on their way ou t 
of the cou ntry. 
We were held there 
two months in order that any mili­ 
tary information we might have of 
benefit to the allies wou ld be of lit­ 
tle u se. 
We were not permitted to 
take a ny1 written or printed matter 
ou t of the cou ntry and therefore all 
the receipts I had for the looting of 
ou r plant, totalling abou t $1,000,000 
worth, were destroyed. 
Neither were 
we allowed to take any money other 
th an that printed by local commu nes 
and accepted only in the district of 
issu e, or Germany money obtained 
by German exchanges. 
“ We reached The Hagu e on March 
6 bu t cou ld not manage to get pass­ 
age to England u ntil Ju ly 19 , and 
then only throu gh the good offices 
of the American minister, Mr. Gar­ 
rett.”
